This is the first Crown 
of England, and the first dated coin of the nation. Struck for King Edward 
VI, who ruled from 1547-1553. King on horseback, reverse four part shield., 
mintmark Y. A nicely toned, well struck Very Fine example with no problems 
and a very important coin.

England 1601 Crown. Very Fine to Extremely Fine. S-2582, KM-7. A

Some stress marks are in the planchet resulting from the strike, but overall, 
an excellent example of this type. One of the most important and popular of 
all world crowns.

One of the most sought after types 
in the British Crown series.

At the time, proof mintages were not 
recorded or reported by the Mint, however, our research indicates the production of perhaps 25 pieces. Current population figures bear this out: 10 at PCGS, 18 


at NGC, several being likely resubmissions. 


The date is lower than is seen on most varieties, beginning centrally and slanting up. A small, hollow, concave impression is seen above the left arrow probably 
the result of excessive die polishing. We have examined several other Proof 1855 half dimes and find consistent weakness on star 4, as is also present on this coin. 


Several of the other star centrils are not fully brought up. 


The fields are moderately reflective, and a moderate coating of smoky-gray-blue toning blankets each side. This is enhanced with reddish-gold accents when the 
coin is tilted under a light source, especially on the reverse. For pedigree purposes, several small marks are seen between stars 4 and 5 at the rim, and a tiny mint- 
made indentation is under the 85 of the date.

H. Breen states in his Encyclopedia on Proof coins that possibly 50 to 60 Proof 1855 silver dollars survive, my experience differs. I believe that fewer were coined 
and fewer exist today than of the 1854. Proofs, rarer than those dated 1854 for some unknown reason, were made from a separate 1855 obverse die and were 
combined with two reverses (one of them the same used for 1854 Proofs). AU and better business strikes tend to be somewhat prooflike, and have been cata- 


logued as ‘Proofs’ in the past, possibly causing a misconception of true Proof rarity in auction catalogues and other literature. Examples of the 1855 Proof dollar 


were included in silver sets of the year, of which relatively few were made. As is the case with 1854 silver sets, examples are rarely seen, and I doubt if even one 


set per decade comes on the market either privately or through auction. Far more 1804 dollars (of which 15 exist) have come on the market in the past half cen- 


tury than have 1855 Proof sets. I estimate the number of sets minted as being fewer than 30 to 40, and even this may be on the high side. Proof cents and half 


cents of this date are far less rare than the silver denominations. In addition, Proof dollars of the year were sold separately. At the time numismatists who collect- 


ed United States silver dollars (coins which fit in nicely with collections of world dollar-sized ‘crown’ silver coins) were more numerous than were those who spe- 


cialized in half dimes, for example.

U.S. gold coins on a circulating par with European pieces. Never mind that the exchange varied greatly in Europe, often on a day to day basis, approximately 700 
Flowing Hair Stellas dated 1879 were struck, along with a very small mintage of the Coiled Hair type designed by George Morgan. Perhaps 20 or so of that design 

type were also struck; the verdict is still out on the mintage figures of the 1879 Coiled Hair Stella as well as the 1880 Flowing Hair and Coiled Hair types. His- 

tory and mint records aside, everyone loves a Stella.

It is thought that the coins at this fineness level were the first 15 pieces struck, Later, 7% 
more and more people wanted examples of the newly proposed design type, some 700+ pieces were produced in .900 fine gold, those being designated Polloc - 
1833. It is virtually impossible to tell the difference by any means other than specific gravity testing; the weights are slightly different for the two metallic mixes.

The reverse is likewise 
attractive, depicting the American eagle perched on a palm branch, holding 
a wreath of Victory aloft in its beak, with the inscription surrounding. The 
motifs were used on eagles of the time, but never on the quarter eagle denom- 
ination (which had its beginning in 1796). 


A worthwhile specimen of the first year of the United States gold half eagle. 
Well struck on both sides, with most details sharp except some trivial light- 
ness at the centers, this coin displays the motifs to their finest advantage. 
Unfortunately, some smoothing is present and the surfaces were subsequent- 
ly cleaned. Still, with acceptable eye appeal, a nice strike, and a generous mea- 
sure of rarity and history, this piece should attract a lot of attention.

487 1825. PCGS graded MS-66. JR-1, R.4. There are five known die pairings for 1825, the JR-1 is considered the second rarest. This is identifiable by star 8 being 
very close (virtually touching) the denticle above it. The first A in STATES is strongly doubled at the left side, and a strong center dot is between the second and 
third azure lines over the first gules stripe. 


Breen reports “at least 9 Proofs known,” the authors of Early United States Dimes 1796-1837 confirm the existence of just one (Variety 2) Proof, although Vari- 
eties 2 and 4 are reported known. Both grading services have seen only four Proofs, combined. It is interesting that the consignor chose this Gem Uncirculated 


specimen instead of a Proof — perhaps no Proof was ever available, or offered to him. 


This is a remarkably sharp example, resembling the definition seen on a Proof example. Some degree of reflectivity is seen in the smooth fields at various light 
angles, and deep steel-blue patina is enhanced with subtle reddish highlights. A smattering of scattered carbon speckles is reported on Liberty's bust and in the 
field above the date and below star 1. This is mentioned solely to help identify this exceedingly rare coin to future collectors. Housed in an early PCGS holder 
with a green insert. Population at both services: 5 in 66, none are finer (12/07). In fact, this is quite probably the single finest known 1825 JR-1 Bust dime.

EXCEEDINGLY RARE 1820 PROOF DIME 





1820. NGC graded Proof 66. Large 0, JR-7. Little is known about Proof 1820 dime production except for two references in Walter Breen’s Encyclopedia of 
United States and Colonial Proof Coins, 1722-1977. Both refer to Proof examples with a large 0 in the date, as is the case here. One showed faint recutting on 
star 9 and the 1 of the denomination which does not appear on the JR-7 obverse die. The other referred to having “Ooldstyle letters having little distinction 
between thick and thin elements; serif of C’s wedge-shaped, rather than vertical with sharp points” which also doesn’t appear on the JR-7 reverse die (E). This 
piece has the “modern letters” style as was used on 1821 to 1837 dimes with sharp, narrow, vertical serifs with a marked distinction between thick and thin ele- 
ments. This is easily identified by closely examining the C of the denomination with its sharp, well defined serif. All of the die characteristics of the Variety 7 die 


pairing clearly exist on this piece. 


The often-used reference book Early United States Dimes 1796-1837 lists the following comment on Proof 1820 dimes: “Breen has reported seeing single proof 
examples of Variety 8 and Variety 13. The authors have not been able to confirm either one.” 


In researching population figures by both services, combined we find this to be the only example thus far graded as of December 2007. 


A truly remarkable specimen, notably mirrored fields appear on each side that are the obvious result of having been struck with polished dies on a carefully select- 
ed and polished planchet. Close examination reveals a few striations that are the result of an early stage of the polishing when a wire brush was utilized leaving 
these tell-tale impressions. Later polishing with a cloth failed to remove all of them. Each side exhibits a similar toning scheme with cobalt-blue toning circling 
the outer regions. It is bordered with deep purple-crimson and hints of antique-gold with near brilliant areas toward the centers of each side. Since the proofing 
process had not been perfected at this early date, some minor, localized weakness is seen on Liberty's lower haircurls, the eagle’s neck, and right (facing) wing. The 
remainder of the coin is very sharp and appears to have been struck with at least two blows of the coining press. As an identifier on this exceedingly rare, possi- 


bly unique piece, there are two parallel scratches above the eagle’s neck below the UN of UNUM, however, these are microscopic and of little consequence. 


Other than the single 1796 Presentation Strike dime certified by NGC, no other Proof dimes are known prior to 1820 to either grading service, nor are any 
referred to in currently available research books. Since it is unclear (unlikely) if either of the Breen specimens previously discussed could have been this piece, we 
feel it conservative to say this is one of possibly three known Proofs. Could this remarkable piece be the flagship example of a Proof dime struck for some special 


purpose or early collector at the Philadelphia Mint?

This variety is identifiable as the second 1 of the date is under the curl, the left foot of the second 1 is defec- 
tive, a wide denticle is above star 1, and a prominent center dot is under Liberty’s ear. On the reverse, perhaps the most prominent identifier is the E of STATES 
being very low and the second S very high. Also, the left foot of the right diagonal is defective on all three A’s, and a center dot is visible on the second azure line 
over the first gules stripe. Interestingly enough, there is a visible die crack from the lowest arrowhead to the rim and another from the upper pair of olive leaves 
to the eagle’s left wingtip. This tells us either this reverse die was cracked when it was first used to strike this Proof example, or it was used to strike regular cir- 
culation pieces, then polished and sharpened to strike this special Proof specimen. Most likely, it was later again used to coin regular issue circulation strike coins; 
in fact the JR-7 die pairing is rather common (R.2) as a business strike. 


Breen reports seeing both a single Large Date (Variety 7 as this coin), and several Small Date Proof 1821 dimes. The authors of Early United States Dimes 1796- 
1837 report seeing examples of Variety 9 (Small Date) only. Population reports from both services tend to verify this. PCGS has seen a single Proof 65, howev- 
er, this is not identified as a Small Date or Large Date. NGC has certified a single Large Date as Proof 65 — this coin. They also have certified three examples 
that are not designated, but are probably Small date versions. We opine the PCGS specimen and this coin are possibly the same. 


Each side exhibits an even coating of gunmetal-blue patina over nicely reflective fields. As is often the case on these early Proof coins, some minor weakness is 
seen on star 6 (the remainder of the obverse detail is exceedingly well defined), and on the eagle’s talons.

1824/2. NGC graded Proof 65. JR-1. Only two die pairings were used in 1824, both utilized the same obvese die. The few known Proofs all utilized the Variety 1 pait- 
ing. The digit 4 of the date is is placed over a clearly visible 2. A weak center dot is visible below the ear. On the reverse, the scroll begins under the center of the upright 
of the D, and ends under the left tip of the right base of the M. The right foot of the 1 in the denomination is defective. A center dot is visible between the second and 
third azure lines over the first gules stripe. The gules stripes are solid. 


Both Breen and the authors of the Early U.S. Dimes reference book report three known Proofs. This seems to be accurate as PCGS has not graded a single example, NGC 


has cerifiied four specimens; two in Proof 65, two in Proof 67. It is possible one or both of these are resubmissions, thus the possible certified population of just two Proof 
1824/2 dimes. 


This speceimen was obviously the result of special production techniques as the fields are nicely reflective, the result of special polishing at the Mint. The central details. 
reflect some minor weakness, this undoubtedly being the result of inadequate striking pressure during the early proofing process. the peripheral details are razor-shi arp | 
including full dileniation of the stars, dentils, and the reverse legends. Deep azure-blue color blankets each side and reddish accents are seen as the coin is turned under a | 


light source. The only pedigree identifier is a thin light streak in the dep toning extending from the outer midpoint of the eagle’s left (facing) wing. A carefully preserved 
example of this virtually unavailable early Proof issue.

SINGLE FINEST PROOF 1827 BUST DIME - PROOF 67 NGC 





491 1827. NGC graded Proof 67. JR-10. It is known that Varieties 8 and 10 (this coin) are known as Proofs. In addition, Varieties 3 and 12 have also been report- 
ed, the latter in the Eliasberg Collection. It is generally believed that just 12 Proofs were struck. The commonly used reference book, Early United States Dimes 
1796 - 1837 states, “An extremely rare variety; only one seen (a proof), although others have been reported. Finest seen is Proof 67 (Lot 170, Stack’s Bareford 
Sale, Oct. 22, 1981).” Our research indicates this lot is the same coin. This is the single finest Proof specimen graded by NGC (12/07), no Proof 1827 dimes 
have been certified at PCGS. 


This coin also presents a very interesting scenario regarding the discussion of early American Proof coinage. When examining this specimen, perhaps the first 
thing we see is a group of diagonal marks extending from 11 o'clock to 5 o'clock across the reverse. These are clearly mint-made as the design elements have been 
struck over them; they are not the result of a post-striking defacement. To better understand how these might have occurred, this cataloger (JRJ) contacted a noted 
expert in the field, John Dannreuther, who helped clarify the early coining process. 


After the devastating fire at the Philadelphia Mint in January 1816, coinage was notably curtailed for two years during the repair process. Part of the repairs includ- 
ed an upgrade to a steam-powered roller machine; the previous model was horse-drawn. Ingots of silver (also gold, or copper) were heated and gradually passed 
through these rollers, somewhat akin to rolling cookie dough with a rolling pin. This gradually reduced the thickness of the metal until a large sheet - approxi- 
mately 12 feet in length and 18 inches wide - was very close to the approximate thickness of the required coinage, in this case dimes. At this point, the silver sheet 
was passed through a “drawbar,” the final sizing process. Imagine a very hot sheet of soft silver passing through a narrow slit between two hardened steel blades. 
Any contact with these blades would cause filings and shards of metal to accumulate on the surfaces of the sheet, which in turn, could build up to create marks 
on the soft, smooth surfaces as the metal continued to pass through the “drawbar.” Finally, a series of round cutters would literally punch blanks from the sheet 
of silver, like cookies being punched from dough. 


Most of the “blanks” were smooth, however, some possessed these telltale surface marks, incorrectly dubbed “roller marks” by many modern numismatists. They 
are actually “drawbar” marks. Perhaps, the single issue that is most often seen with “drawbar marks” is the 1902-S Morgan silver dollar. It is estimated approxi- 
mately 20% of the total production exhibits these marks to some degree. 


Another question about this important coin: why was a sub-standard planchet with clearly visible “drawmarks” chosen to strike a coin for presentation purpos- 
es? One theory is that Mint employees of this early time paid less attention to the fine details of the proofing process, and were told to just get the job done! An 
employee would remove a pair of working dies from the coining press, polish them by hand, re-insert them in the press, and insert a polished blank coin planchet 
for striking. 





Close examination of this superb specimen reveals another interesting discovery; evidence of light die clashing on both sides. Transference of detail is visible in 
the fields from the obverse to the reverse. The working die pair (JR-10), had obviously come together with no planchet between them causing clash damage prior 


to their selection for the proofing procedure. This represents another quality control issue which, in time, was improved upon. 


The fields impart a deeply reflective appearance, clearly the result of special polishing at the Mint. A tiny, lateral, mint-made indentation on Liberty's bust is noted 
for pedigree purposes. Both sides are mostly brilliant with soft hues of lilac-purple patina at the peripheral areas. This is an exceptional opportunity for the spe- 
cialized collector and a coin with an important pedigree.

EXCEEDINGLY RARE 1828 SMALL DATE GEM PROOF DIME 





1828 Small Date. NGC graded Proof 65. JR-1. Ex: Starr Collection. The 1828 dime marks the first year of the closed collar type and is considered transition- 
al with respect to design changes by William Kneass. Variety 1 (Small Date) uses the new Kneass obverse paired with a leftover John Reich style reverse with wide- 
ly spaced denticles. Variety 2 (Large Date) is paired in the opposite fashion with an old style Reich obverse with large stars and digits of the date, and the new 
Kneass reverse with an increased number of denticles. All known 1828 Proofs are of the Variety 1 design. Breen alludes to “Oat least 5 Proofs,” and current pop- 
ulation reports verify the encapsulation of only three examples by both services, combined. Thus, the 1828 Proof dime is exceedingly rare. 


This specimen bears some remarkable similarities to the previously offered 1827 dime; “drawbar marks” are clearly present on the obverse, although somewhat 
less pronounced. In fact, when compared side by side, they bear a noticeably similar pattern to those on the 1827, both in depth and distance. Could it be pos- 
sible that this coin was struck from the same sheet of silver metal as the previously dated lot? According to the authors of Early United States Dimes 1796 -1837, 
the first delivery of 1828-dated dimes was made on February 8, all Variety 1 Small Date versions. They also acknowledge that the January 1828 delivered coins 
were all dated 1827. If proofs were struck either in late January or early February 1828, is it possible that these two coins could have been struck from the same 
batch of silver planchets? In any case, we would like to see further research done to compare these two important rarities. 


A rather deep coating of gray-blue patina has gathered over many years of careful storage, the blue being slightly more intense on the reverse. The fields are reflec- 
tive when the coin is tilted under a light, somewhat more so on the reverse. Each detail is well struck up including the eagle's feathers and Liberty's hair strands. 
As a future identifier, a couple of dark toning streaks are seen on Liberty's bust and drapery directly above the 18 of the date. This is one of only two, and the sin- 
gle finest specimen thus far graded by NGC (12/07). Housed in an early NGC holder.

1829 Small 10 C. NGC graded Proof 64. JR-3. Distinguishable by a dou- 


ble denticle under the 1 in the date; T1 and T3 are high on the reverse. Of 


the 12 known 1829 dime varieties, the JR-3 is the only use of these two dies, 
which were used both for business strikes and proofs. Our research has dis- 
covered another JR-3 Proof dime (uncertified Proof 61); other Proofs are 
known as JR-1, 4, and 7. Both services have graded just seven pieces giving 
some hint of the actual rarity of this outstanding coin. 


Each side presents a medium steel-gray appearance with accents of sunset- 
red, honey-gold, and cobalt-blue near the reverse border. Some hairlines are 
seen in the left and right obverse fields, and some dark brown incrustation is 
around UNITED and the 0 of the denomination. 


We cannot overstate the importance of this offering as it may be years until 
another Proof 1829 dime becomes available to the numismatic marketplace.

All of these features are clear on this 
piece when examined closely with a loupe. Proof 1830 dimes are known to | 
exist of Varieties 4 and 6.

This is a bright, deeply reflective piece with only the slightest hint of natur- 
al patina. The surfaces were probably lightly wiped with a soft cloth at one 
time as there are a few scattered hairlines in the fields.

495 1831. NGC graded Proof 66. JR-2, considered R.7 as a Proof. Star 7 is close to cap, star 3 points between denticles, the reverse scroll begins between the E and 
D of UNITED. In referring to Early United States Dimes 1796-1837 which was the group effort of five authors of the John Reich Collectors Society, it was stat- 
ed “This variety is clearly scarce and difficult to locate in EF condition. Finest seen is EF-40 © At least three proofs have been seen from this pair of dies. Finest 
seen is Proof-67 (offered for sale by Stack’s in 1981).” This often-used reference goes on to state that Proofs are also known in the Variety 4 die pairing. 


There was no listed mintage for Proof 1831 dimes, but the 1992 Stack’s catalog featuring the Floyd T. Starr Collection states “fewer than 10 proofs are believed 
to survive. Missing from the Bareford, Hawn, and Garrett sales.” It is also noted the Eliasberg Collection lacked a Proof 1831 dime. Referencing current popu- 
lations at both services, we find a total of 26 Proofs in all grades - 13 at each service. Unfortunately, these numbers do not give a breakdown by die pairing, and 


do not take into account possible resubmissions. 


This is a wonderfully preserved piece featuring a deep mixture of blue and violet toning over each side. Each detail is sharply defined including the star centrils, 
every individual strand of Liberty’s hair, all of the feathers on the eagle, and a high, sharp wire edge visible even in the NGC holder. The die alignment has rotat- 
ed about 30 degrees in a clockwise direction. For pedigree purposes, a single tiny mark is seen on Liberty’s lower jaw. NGC Census: 2 in Proof 66, 1 finer, a Proof

1831. PCGS graded Proof 66. JR-2, R.7. A notable design change took place in 1831 with the shield on the reverse modified from three pale gules to two pale 
gules, a change which persisted until Gobrecht’s Liberty Seated coinage design was adopted in 1837. In laymen’s terms, a gule is the vertical stripe in the shield, 
and a pale is an individual line within a gule. Thus the description “three pale gules” means that each vertical stripe in the shield has three lines, and so on. Proofs 


are known of both Variety 2 (three pale gules) and Variety 4 (two pale gules). 


Although all Proof Bust dimes are considered very rare, the 1831 is the most plentiful year. Walter Breen discussed the pedigrees of several examples, but none 
are pictured in his reference books. Currently, 26 examples have received the “Proof” designation at PCGS and NGC, this one is tied with three others at PCGS 


as the finest known (12/07). 


Superb detailing is present, the obvious result of multiple blows of the coining press. The fields impart a pronounced degree of reflectivity and each side presents 
rich antique-golden and magenta accents intermixed with deep cobalt-blue. The centers are somewhat lighter and the reverse is a shade or two deeper in hue with 
mottled blue, gray, and gold colors. This example exhibits a striking similarity to our preceding lot, about 20 degrees of clockwise die rotation is seen as the coin 
is turned from the obverse to reverse. A vertical, mint-made die line extends from the eagle’s left wing to the olive branch, a small toning spot is under star 5, and 


a tiny mark is between the 8 and 3 of the date. Housed in an early PCGS holder with a green insert.

1833. NGC graded Proof 66. JR-2. This variety is characterized by an even- 
ly spaced date, an oversized denticle below the 1, a center dot on the second 
azure line over the first gules stripe, and the second S of STATES punched 
very low. Perhaps the most evident diagnostic of JR-2 is a diagonal die crack 
extending across the obverse from 11 o'clock to 5 o'clock. According to the 
authors of Early United States Dimes, “This variety is decidedly rare in all con- 
ditions. No specimens have been seen in mint state. Finest seen is VF-25.” 
They go on to say they have not seen a Proof 1833 dime although Breen 
reported a single example pairing Obverse 4 and Reverse A. 


This particular die pairing being utilized for a special issue Proof coin raises 
an important question: why was a defective (badly cracked) obverse die cho- 
sen to strike such a coin? Could this have been a “rush order” for a special 
dignitary that paid an unannounced visit to the Mint? Perhaps we will never 
know, however, we would like to see further research done on this exceed- 


ingly rare coin. 


Current population figures by both services reflect two pieces at PCGS, and 
this single example from NGC correctly listed as JR-2, for a total of only 


three pieces. 


The fields are deeply mirrored, the result of having been struck from polished 
dies on a polished planchet. Each detail is sharp including Liberty’s hair 
strands, the star centrils, and all of the eagle’s feathers. Some antique-golden 
and magenta patina has accumulated at selected border areas. A few hairlines 
and microscopic marks are reported in the left obverse field, this hardly being 


a distraction.

The date features a large 4 with no 
extending crossbar, the digit 1 leans to the right. Star 13 is very close to hair 
curl. On the reverse, the U of UNITED leans to the left, AM nearly touch, 
and the arrow shaft extends through the middle talon of the claw. Breen lists 
several varieties although none appear to be the JR-6 pairing. The authors of 
Early United States Dimes 1796 - 1837 acknowledge Varieties 6 and 7 are 


known as Proofs. 


This example exhibits razor-sharp detail throughout with no visible areas of 
weakness on either side. An interesting area of what appears to be unfinished 
die polishing is seen to the left of Liberty's mouth, chin, and neck in the 
obverse field. Each side exhibits deep gunmetal-blue color and the fields 
impart little reflectivity, in fact they are almost satiny. A few tiny deep toning 
spots are visible to the left of the eagle. These do not detract from the coin’s 


appearance and are mentioned only to help identify it in the future. 


Collectors of early Proof coinage will pay close attention as this important 


Bust dime crosses the auction block.

499 1835. NGC graded Proof 66. JR-1. Quickly identifiable as the 8 is lower than the 1 and 3 at the top, the upper arrow shaft is defective, and 10 C. is very high 
in the field. This specimen is not the JR-4 variety as are most other known proofs of this date. Breen has described other die pairings as proofs, but none listed 
specifically with the characteristics of the JR-1 dies. Logan and McCloskey acknowledge the only proof die parings they had seen was the Variety 4. Could this 
possibly be a unique specimen struck with Variety 1 dies? 


A thin mint-made die line connects stars 4, 5, and 6 on the left side of the obverse, and some striations or die polish lines are visible within Liberty's hair near 
the clasp. These are mentioned as future pedigree identifiers. All details on the obverse are exceedingly sharp including the hair strands, stars, and a wide, sharp 
wire edge. The reverse is equally bold with the only mentionable weakness showing on left (facing) talons and feathers on the arrow shaft. The fields are mildly 


reflective, this being somewhat subdued by the depth of the attractive, rich cobalt-blue toning. This is enhanced with traces of red on selected highpoints and 
recesses on each side. 


A very important early Proof dime, and perhaps the only JR-1 variety in existence. Housed in an early NGC holder.

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1843. NGC graded Proof 65. Ex: Pittman Collection. Writing in 1988, 
Breen estimates about eight Proofs are known to collectors. It is unknown 
exactly how many Proof specimens were initially struck, bout current popu- 
lation figures (12/07) indicate three have been seen at PCGS, 10 have been 
graded at NGC including one Proof 66 Cameo. Of course, a number of these 
are likely resubmissions. 


The numerals of the date are heavy, rather large, and placed low with the | 
touching a denticle. Exceptionally well struck throughout with a wide, sharp 
flan. Each star center, Liberty’s head, the shield, and every leaf is fully defined 
indicating multiple blows of the coining dies. The surfaces are reflective when 
turned under a light and are toned in deep gunmetal-blue hues in a mostly 
even fashion overall. The following identifiers are mentioned to help trace the 
pedigree of this rare coin: a tiny rim indentation is between stars 1 and 2, a 
couple of subtle dark toning spots are under star 8, and a tiny spot is under 
the M of DIME in the central reverse field.

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1845. NGC graded Proof 67. Close examination reveals noticeable recut- 
ting on the 4 and 5, as well as light recutting on the right side of the 1 and 
the left side of the 8. According to Breen (1988), this recutting was present 
on all of the seven Proofs he examined. This is not to be confused with the 
so-called Doubled Date 1845 dime (Breen-3249) which exists only as a cir- 
culation strike. 


This is a deeply reflective, no-questions Proof example. Each detail is fully 
brought up including the stars at the obverse periphery, Liberty's head and 
hair, and the reverse legend. Only the slightest incompleteness of strike is 
noted on the two upper leaf clusters of the wreath. The flan is noticeably 
wider than that seen on business strikes, and there appears to be a high, 
sharp, wire edge although this is somew hat concealed within the NGC hold- 
er. Beautiful cobalt-blue toning graces each side with some magenta-red 
highlights visible on the obverse. For future identifiers, there is a tiny mint- 
made lintmark above the second S of STATES, and a few microscopic hair- 
lines in the right obverse field. Also, the toning presents a somewhat speck- 


led finish near the center of the reverse. 


As of this writing (12/07), PCGS has not certified a single Proof 1845 dime, 
NGC has graded only four pieces, this being the single finest. An amazing 


coin for the finest cabinet.

1847. PCGS graded Proof 66. All of the digits of the date touch the base 
under Liberty, but do not overlap the rock. Several die striations extend from 
TED to the wreath. These characteristics are diagnostic of the eight Proof 
examples that Breen estimates exist. 


Rich red-golden, crimson, and turquoise-blue toning rests gently on the 
obverse, with smoky-golden, crimson, and slightly deeper cobalt-blue over 
the reverse and at the rim. The mirrored fields are nicely reflective and the 
devices present a lightly frosted appearance although this is somewhat dimin- 
ished by the colorful toning. A couple of lateral die lines are noted under 
ONE and DIME, although these are not visible in the photo. For pedigree 
purposes, a few tiny marks and hairlines are seen in the right obverse field 


under stars 10 and 11. 


Presently (12/07), PCGS has graded three 1847 Proof dimes, two Proof 66s 
and a single Proof 65; NGC has certified a single Proof 66 Cameo example. 
[his lot represents a remarkable opportunity for the astute bidder. Housed in 


an early PCGS holder with a green label.

The date is centered high and slants down to 
the right. The 1 is recut and touches the base, and the final 8 is equidistant 
between the base and the nearest point of the border.

Breen’s Encyclo- 
pedia (1988) reflects his belief that perhaps eight Proof 1848 dimes exist. 
According to his research, two are permanently housed in prominent muse- 
um collections, and several others have been noticeably cleaned. Inspection 
of current population data (12/07) lists 12 coins ranging in grades from 
Proof 63 through Proof 66 at both major services, although we are quite sure 
these numbers reflect resubmissions of the same coins in an attempt to 
achieve a finer grade. We are unsure what might have happened to the 


“noticeably cleaned” examples Breen previously referred to. 


The present specimen displays a wonderful original appearance with rich 
cobalt-blue toning liberally coating each side. The central portion of the 
obverse is further enhanced with accents of magenta-red. As expected of a 
Proof coin, the flan is extremely wide and sharply squared at the edge, and 
the details are fully brought up in all areas with crisp devices, stars, and leaves 
on the reverse wreath. The underlying fields shimmer with deeply mirrored 
reflectivity. As expected of the extremely high grade, there are no surface dis- 
tractions. For pedigree purposes, a thin streak in the toning extends from staf 
3 down to Liberty's wrist, and a few speckles in the toning are seen on the 


reverse. This coin is tied with two others at NGC as the finest known.

The shield point is over the left tip of the 
serif of the 1, the skirt tip is well to the right of the center of the top of the 
5, the left base of the 1 is over the left edge of a dentil, and some subtle diag- 
onal die striations are seen in the reverse field under very close examination. 


According to Walter Breen’s research, it acknowledges the existence of 
approximately eight Proofs. Presently (12/07), PCGS has graded five Proofs, 
this being the single finest piece. NGC has certified seven pieces, their finest 
being a Proof 67. It is uncertain whether (how many) of these totals are 
resubmissions of the same coin. 


Impeccable quality is presented throughout. The fields are highly reflective, 
especially when the coin is tilted under a light source. The obverse features 
areas of bright electric-blue and crimson, the reverse displays abundant blue 
colors intermixed with gold and red. All details are crisp and fully defined 
including the peripheral stars and leaves on the wreath. There are no detract- 
ing marks or hairlines.

1855. NGC graded Proof 65. All Proof 1855 dimes exhibit a single obverse 
die characteristic; all four digits of the date are doubled. The first date was 
punched too far to the right, then corrected. Parts of all eight digits are dis- 
cernible. Breen estimates “At most a couple of dozen survive, perhaps less.” 
In researching current population figures, we find 10 Proof examples certified 
at each service for a total of 20 pieces. Of course, some are probably resub- 


missions that somewhat inflates these figures. 


The fields present a highly reflective finish and most all details are razor- 
sharp. Only the slightest weakness is reported on the upper right leaf cluster 
in the wreath. Colorful gunmetal-blue and sunset-red colors combine partic- 
ularly at the top of the obverse. Similar mottled colors are seen on the reverse 
that deepen at the peripheral area, while the center remains mostly bright. 
Two tiny identifiers are pointed out on this rare coin: a diagonal mark above 
the M of DIME and a circular toning spot under ON of ONE. 


The desirability and rarity of a Proof 1855 Arrows dime cannot be overem- 
phasized as few of these coins ever appear on the market. Among all the spe- 
cialized collections of dimes sold over the past century, few have included this 
date.

A small circular silver spot near the central portion of the 
obverse, and a thin, lateral toning streak above the O of ONE are the only 
mentionable identifiers on this important Proof Seated dime.

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1858. NGC graded Proof 66. This is the year Mint Director ].R. Snowden 
began advertising the availability of proof sets to the general public. This 
went side by side with the first boom in coin collecting, the stimuli being sev- 
eral popular best sellers devoted to the subject of numismatics. Mint policy 
appears to have been to strike silver dollars in somewhat greater quantity 


(1858-60 only) than other denominations. 


This coin exhibits the diagnostic mint-made die line that extends from the 
right corner of the left top of the M in AMERICA to the edge. Several years 
ago, it was thought only 80 proof dimes were struck in 1858 but current 
research tells us that perhaps as many as 200 pieces were prepared for collec- 
tors that year. The combined population figures of both services shows a total 
of 131 pieces; 65 at NGC, 66 at PCGS, almost an even split.
